WASHINGTON—Application for an injunction to restrain 


Secretary Colby of the state department from promulgating 
ratification of the federal suffrage amendment was filed in the 
district supreme court today by counsel for the American Con- 
stitutional league. Associate justice Siddons required that au- 
thority for such procedure be cited and1 agreed to hear counsel 
on the point during the day. 


Application was made by Atty. A. 


D. Smith in behalf of Charles S. 
Fsirchild of New York, president of 
,the league. 
Justice Siddons said he 


<culd not consider the matter until 
(counsel had presented authority un- 
der which he contended the court 
might' act to restrain the secretary 
oi state from issuing a proclamation 
announcing ratification on receipt of 
certification of the action of Ten- 
nessee as thirty-sixth state. 
He 


suggested that counsel present such 
citations tomorrow, bat Mr. Smith 
said this might be too late and Jus- 
tice Siddons agreed to remain in his 
chambers during the day to consider 
the authorities which counsel might 
later present. 


This was the second attempt by 


the league to obtain from the -dis- 
trict" court -an -injunction restraining 
Mr. Colby from proclaiming the rati- 
fication.' The first effort was made 
before Tennessee had acted. 
Jus- 


tice Bailey dismissed the proceed- 
ings.
